Better Demand For Cattle

THINK there is every proba- 
bility that there will be a 
better demand for good, for- 
ward cattle in the spring and 
early summer,” said Dr. J.

AMENDMENTS TO TRANSPORT 
BILL DEFEATED 


HE Transport Bill was an experi- 

ment in dictatorship, due to the 
powers given to the chairman of 
the new company, said Mr. T. C. 
KINGSMILL MOORE in the 
Senate yesterday. 

He was supporting an amendment 
moved bv- Mr. L. J. Duffy on the 
Committee stage of the Transport 
Bill. 

The amendment was to Section 5, 
and was that each year, other than 
1945. the Minister would, not later 
than March 31st, lay before: each 
House of the Oireachtas a report 
of his transactions under certain 
sections of the Act. 

Among the matters that would 
be reported on, Mr. DUFFY said, 
would be revised railway classifica- 
tion of merchandise rates; schedule 
of maximum charges; - determina- 
tion of the Minister regarding 
charges for the carriage of mer- 
chandise by road. There was no 
suggestion in the amendment that 
there would be power to annul 
anvthing the Minister would do. 

Mr. LEMASS, Minister for 
Industry and Commerce, said that 
there was ample provision in the 
bill to ensure publicity for -the 
documents which would enable the 
public to know the maximum 
charges in operation. 


The existing system and con- 
trolling charges for railway com- 
panies was altogether too rigid. 
The G.S.R. could not alter its 
charges—and could not even 
reduce its fares—without applica- 
tion to the Tribunal. 


The amendment was withdrawn. 
“HELPING HAND ” 


Mr. J. JOHNSTON moved an 
amendment which, he said, sought 
to provide that if the commion 
stockholders of the company should 
be disposed to reach out a helping 
hand to those unfortunate share- 
holders who had “ got off the band- 
wagon” before March 3rd and 
October 23rd, 1943, by giving them 
shares at more favourable terms 
than were open to the public, they 
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should be legally able to do so. The 
amendment would provide for the 
issue of Ordinary stock at some- 
thing less than the Stock Exchange 
value to an amount of not more 
than £500,000. 

Mr. LEMASS said that legislation 
had been brewing since 1938, when 
a Transport Tribunal was set up. 
Since then every railway stock- 
holder who had any interest in the 
situation realised that legislation was 
necessary. 

The amendment was defeated. 

Mr. L. J. DUFFY moved an 
amendment to make it unlawful to 
create or issue, for the purpose of 
redeem‘ng substituted debenture 
stock, any new debenture stock at a 
rate of interest exceeding three per 
cent. r annum. He could, he 
said. foresee a gesition in which 
new stock at arate of 5, G’or even 
7 per cent. might be raised for the 
purpose of redeeming substituted 
stock at 3 per cent. 

The MINISTER said he could 
not visualise circumstances in which 
the Minister for Finance would 
agree-to the issue of stock at a 
higher rate of interest for the pur- 
pose of redeeming one at a lower 
rate. 

The amendment was withdrawn. 

On the financial provisions of the 
bill Mr. J. G. DOUGLAS said that 
in his opinion too much capital in 
debenture stock was being placed in 
the company. It was giving too 
great a task to the board of 
directors to expect profits without 
higher charges. 

Mr. LEMASS said that at some 
stage after 1960 new legislation 
would be enacted to alter the 
cap:ial structure of the company 
and establish it on a basis of 
common stock only. There should 
be no attempt to increase the total 
amount of common stock of the 
company until, within the next 
fifteen years, the scheme of re- 
organisation had been completed, 
and they hoped the scheme would 
be successful and put transport on 
a permanently remunerative basis.

Irish Doctors 
Make History 
With Penicillin 


ITHIN the past four weeks 
Irish dentists have treated 
sepsis of the gums and _ trench- 
mouth with penicillin and have thus 
created history, according to a state- 
ment made by Dr. F. Dunkin, Presi- 
dent of the Dental Students’ Society, 
at the inaugural meeting of that 
body in the Incorporated Dental 
Hospital of Ireland, Dublin, last 
night. 

Dr. Dunkin said that this was the 
first time that penicillin had been 
used in connection with dentistry in 
any country, and the results so far 
had been encouraging. It was too 
early yet to assess its value in this 
sphere definitely. The penicillin used 
was being produced by Dr. Oliver 
Roberts, M.Sc., at the College of 
Science. 

Dr. Roberts, before explaining 
how he and his colleagues at the 
College produced penicillin, said that 
in America twenty-four firms, in 
which the total investment was 
about 20,000,000 dollars, were 
turning out 95 per cent. of the 
world’s supply. The method of pro- 
duction at the Commercial Solvent 
Corporation plant in Indiana was to 
reduce 800,000 gallons of ‘crude 
liquid to 12,000 gallons after 
fermentation. This was further 
processed down to fifteen gallons, 
from which. four or five pounds of 
penicillin was produced, Output at 
this plant, on which 2,000,000 
dollars had been spent, was less 
than 100 pounds of drv penicillin 


a month. 4 Tle 

At the College of Science in Eire, 
he said, they began by using small 
gauze dressings, which gave results, 
but only to a certain extent. Then 
they decided to grow penicillin on 
a solid medium, instead of a liquid 
one, and they found that the most 


work was to grow it on agar jelly, 
from which they extracted the 
penicillin fluid. 
Doctors who co-operated with 
them treated -in the course of the 
year about 130 cases with Irish 
penicillin. Their work showed that 
the penicillin ointment extracted 
from the agar was quite useful. 
They had to devise their own 
methods of work throughout. A 
nicillin-like substance had been 
ound in live cabbage juice and in 
chiorella, a green moss found 
owing on trees.

OMMENTING on the announce- 

ment in yesterday’s German 
communiqué that the V2, a stronger 
secret weapon than the V1, is being 
used against London, the Berlin 
correspondent of the Swedish news- 
paper, Aftonbladet, says this means 
that “the V2 is definitely out of the 
experimental stage, and will be used 
against London to its fullest extent.” 
George Schroeder, Editor-in-Chief 
of the German Overseas News 
Agency, wrote last night: “Since 
noon to-day the V2 has become the 
topic of every conversation in 
Germany, though nobody knows 
what V2 really is. Every German is 
aware that the engineers and 
workers engaged in the mass pro- 
duction of the new weapon will not 
breathe a word about it.” 


German radio said that, accord- 
ing to reports from England, 
“the characteristic feature of this 

new weapon is that it cannot be 

heard sar before its 
extraord y heavy detonation.” 

“V2, together with V1, will, from 
now on, the medium of 
Germany’s_ retaliation against 
England,” the radio added. 

‘The V2 has been described in 
reports from Sweden and other 
neutral countries as a powerful 
rocket. Some reports have credited 
it with a range of between 200 an 
300 miles, and with something under 
a ton of high explosive. . Swedis 
reports have said that it is as long as 
50 feet, “like a flying telegraph 
pole, with a trail of flame behind it,” 
and faster than sound, so that it hits 
its objective before it can be heard 
arriving.
